Milwaukee, April 19.—Many demo­ 
unts rn all parts of the state are dissat­ 
isfied wi Ii the stand taken by their party 
in the recent election in this city in de­ 
claring against the principle of compul­ 
sory education of the children of the 
state iu the English language. This feel­ 
ing Im shown in the ttr»ng ground takeu 
in favor c f the Bennett law by 6uoh lead­ 
ers of the party as Gen. Edward 8. 
Bragg, of Fond du Liao; Oboe. W. Felker, 
of Oshkosh; Editors George Raymer, of 
the Madison Democrat, and John Nagle, 
of the Manitowoc Eliot; Joshua Stark, 
W. H. Bradley, Hugh Ryan, W. f l. 
Timliu 
and 
many 
others, 
both 
in Milwaukee and 
throughout the 
state. 
Theee men, representing aa they 
do the beet and mort progressive ele­ 
ment of their party, are strong in their 
euppoit of Governor Hoard for bis man­ 
ly stand upon the Benneta law, and are 
unequivocal in their determination to 
work and vote in 
the coming state 
campaign for no candidate who is not in 
harmony with their views on the sohool 
qutsiioD. 
The strong sentiment on the part of 
prominent democrats has given the start 
to a movement for an independent mass 
convention of democrats, which shall be 
called to meet in this city to mak pub­ 
lic and tmphatio declaration upon the 
Bennett law question. John Nagle, the 
editor of the Manitowoc Pilot, ha" taken 
the initiative in the movement. 
He has 
addressed letters to forty prominent and 
influential democrats residing in various 
parts of Atm state, asking their opmioD9 
regarding tne advisability of calling snob 
a convention. 
Of the forty gentlemen 
addressed, all but two have given favor­ 
able responses. Teu editors of leading 
dem »oratic newspapers have given simi­ 
larly favorable reports, aud these letters, 
takeu altogether, constitute a formidable 
array of democratic sentiment in favor of 
the Bennett law. 
A Convention W ill lie H eld . 
Mr. Nagle said yesterday, when asked 
about the rumor of a proposed conven­ 
tion: 
“ Yes. it is a faot that such a plan is on 
foot. The favorable replies made to my 
letters have settled the determination 
held for some time to call a mass con­ 
vention in Milwaukee some time durmg 
the month of May of democrats who, on 
principle, favor the Bennett law. 
The 
scope of its work is not yet entirely de­ 
termined, and of course it oannot be said 
in advance just what action will be taken 
by it. 
But the general opinion of those 
who are behind the movement is that its 
main purpose will be the expression of 
opinion. It will make no nominations 
for officers, bat 'wilt take the position 
that its members will support no candi­ 
date od either ticket who does not take a 
strong position in favor of the Bennett 
law. Beyoud that it is bard to forecast 
the resmt of the meeting. 
If the Dem­ 
ocratic convention sees fit to adopt a 
similar posit iou, well and good. 
If they 
do not I would be personally in favor of 
giviug an unqualified endorsement to 
Governor Hoard and against the nomin­ 
ation of a third ticket. 
That matter, 
however, will be for future decision.” 


W . ll. T im lin 's Id e a . 
The pnogen t letter written by W. H, 
Timlin when a democratic candidate for 
alderman in the sixteenth ward to the 
Lutheran inquiry committee, is still fresh 
in the minds of those who have kept 
posted ou the school law controversy. 
Mr*Timlin is oue cf the most active 
movers for the proposed convention. 
"The qustion of party organization.” said 
he, "should be subordinate for the time 
being and for all time if necessary to the 
suDremaoy of the right of the state to 
enforce tne education of the children 
in the English language, and there is a 
very large following of democrats {who 
wi'l vote against any candidate on the 
state ticket who is antagonistic to the 
Bennett law. 
I believe that all the 
American democrats, the Irish Catholics. 
the Bohemians, some of the Poles, al­ 
though they canc ct be sourced on with 
certainty, and a good many Garmans who 
are outside of the control of church dic­ 
tation, will in the coming state election, 
if the issue is squarely drawn, vote for 
the candidates who represent the prin­ 
ciple of compulsory education.” 
"How large a proportion of the dem­ 
ocrats throughout the state do you esti­ 
mate to be opposed to the platform of the 
Milwaukee city convention V” 
"Fully one-half. The great strength of 
the antagonism to the law is concentrated 
in Milwaukee. In the country districts 
there is a different sentiment altogether. 
The democrats are not as a body iu favor 
of the stand taken by their party in Mil­ 
waukee, although for the sake of success 
they would he likely to swallow their ob­ 
jections 13 the law rather than bolt their 
party nominations ar d vote for repub­ 
licans. But if a third ticket were plaoed 
in nomination—of Bennett law demo­ 
crats— thousands would vote it in pref­ 
erence to the regular nominations, if the 
democratic platform is similar to 
adopted by the recent Milwaukee 
volition.”

J oliet, ll!., April 21.—The meeting 
of male members of the Baptist church 
yesterday to discuss the findings of 
the Charlottetown church in the trial 
which expelled Dr. Whitman was held 
in secret.

He offered his note of hand in payment 
of the amount, SISO, but it was refused. 
The second count—undue familiarity 
with a woman under an assumed name 
—is supported on tho evidence of tile 
hotel-keeper, liveryman, and a police­ 
man at Summerside, near where the girl 
Mary McWilliams resides. 
The report of the trial committee of 
sixteen states that when Dr. Whitman 
was first summoned for trial he told them 
that he would give them every facility 
to get at the facts of the unfortunate 
matter; that he would remove the bond 
of secrecy under which he had placed 
the McWilliams family; that they ap­ 
pointed a subcommittee of three to go 
to Summerside on a certain date to take 
their evidence; that before that date 
Dr. Whitman dispatched a message to 
Mrs. McWilliams begging her to say 
nothing to the committee when they 
came. 
The letter of Dr. Whitman is given. 
This is the serious part of the testi­ 
mony. 
It is a long and fervent appeal 
to Mrs. McWilliams, imploring her for 
God’s sake, for the sake of her daugh­ 
ter who is now married, and for the 
sake of his reputation, to tell them 
nothing; that it will ruin him and his 
family, and destroy his life and the 
girl’s; that by silence the only cloud on 
his life will be lifted, and he enjoins her 
to remember her promise of secrecy. 


WAR AMONG EVANGELISTS. 


Church People l ighting Over the Eeher- 
Dubs Controversy. 
N a pe r v il l e, 111., April 21.—The Ger­ 
man and English branches of the Evan­ 
gelical churches located here are in a 
dilemma. The two conferences recently 
held in Chicago both sent a minister to 
each church, and yesterday each min­ 
ister attempted to perform his duty. In 
the German church the minister of the 
anti-Esher faction, the Rev. Mr. Fry, 
obtained possession of tho pulpit and 
had commenced to preach when the 
minister of tho Esher conference, the 
Rev. Mr. Schmootz, marched up the 
aisle and exclaimed: 
“In tho name of 
the Illinois conference I demand posses­ 
sion of this pulpit.” 
Presiding Elder D. B. Byers, an antl-

Kramer, the representative of the Esher 
conference, preach in the chapel, and 
the anti-E^her men held service in 
Scott's hall, tho Rev. Mr Yeakol pre­ 
siding. 
Two-thirds of the church are 
anti-Esher men.

Green 
of the Third Baptist church, over 1,000 
spectators lined tho shores of the stream 
in the afternoon to witness the cere­ 
mony* 
Several hundred crowded to the 
bridge at Limestone street from which 
to view the spectacle. 
wm** ^ as ready *or th© baptism, and 
Elder Green, in a black robe and cane 
in hand, waded into tho creek, sound­ 
ing tho depth with his canelo find a 
suitable place for the immersion. 
Sud­ 
denly there was an ominous crack from 
the bridge, then a loud crash, which was 
heard a distance of two squares, and 
then the footpath on the west side of 
the bridge, loo feet in length, broke 
with Its human load and dumpod the 
people, screaming with terror, into the 
water below. 
Luckily that part of the 
stream where they fell Is not doop. Had 
it been otherwise the catastrophe would 
havo assumed frightful proportions. 
The air was Instantly filled with 
shrieks of terror from the people fran­ 
tically struggling in the water. 
As it is 
estimated that from sovonty-five to cine 
hundred persons wont down with the 
broken footway, the scone readily sug­ 
gests itself to the imagination. The 
work of rescue soon began. Tho patrol 
wagon was soon summoned and a vast 
crowd at once gathered. 
A numbor of 
physicians arrived and the injured wero 
removed to their homes as soon as ces­ 
sible. 
The following are believed to have 
been fatally Injured: 
Mrs Charles D. Myers. Liberty street,ln- 
jurod internally and right ankle broken. 
ROLLIE M yers, son of Mrs. Charles Myers, 
injured Internally and sealp shockingly torn 
M r.

MILL-DIST EXPLOSION. 


Th* Roof o f m Chicago Hr*w*ry Partial­ 
ly Wracked. 
Chicago, April 21.—An explosion of 
mlli-dust occurred in the brewery of 
Brewer & Hoffman, at 43 South Green 
street, at 9:30 o'clock Saturday morning. 
I ho roof was partially wrecked and 
twenty workmen narrowly escaped be­ 
ing either killed or badly hurt. 
The explosion occurred in the fourth 
story of the malt-house, in the rear of 
the brewery. 
One of the rollers in a 
mill became clogged with tho stone and 
tho friction created a heat and the ex­ 
plosion of the dust followed. 
Usually 
there are from fifteen to twenty work­ 
men in the room whore the blow-up 
occurred, but for some reason the em­ 
ployes were in another room, which was 
separated only by a thin partition. Tho 
partition was thrown down and some of 
the men knocked off their feet and mo­ 
mentarily stunned, but none was serf 
ously hurt. 
The force of the explosion was ter 
rifle. 
It raised the entire roof of the 
building and when the top settled down 
again it was three inches out of place 
I he machinery on tho floor was wreck­ 
ed and all work in the building was 
stopped. 
There was a large door In the room 
where the explosion occurred, leading 
to a stairway and opening out on the 
alley in the rear of the building. This 
door, 
weighing over 
one 
hundred 
pounds, was hurled the distance of 
block, and was smashed Into thousands 
of pieces. 
Many windows In the resi­ 
dences In the neighborhood were bro­ 
ken and the explosion was heard at 
distance of a mile. 
The damage is not over SI,200.

TUE COMING PENSIO N LAW. 
A dispatch from Washington brings 
the encouraging news that there is likely 
to be adopted a advice pension bill 
which will fcuit both horses aud which 
will 
be 
just 
to 
the 
soldiers. 
The 
report 
from 
Washington 
giving an outline of the work being 
done, says “the pension committee of the 
grand army cf the republic has been in 
session here the past few days discussing 
the various phases of the pension ques­ 
tion ae it is preheated by the bills now 
pending in congress, the dependent or 
disability bill proper, which has passed 
toe senate, and the bill introduced by 
Chairman Morrill of the house commit­ 
tee on pensions, which is known as the 
service pension at sixty-two years, and 
the disability clause cf the same, whioh 
uus been up in the house in an attempt 
to pass it under suspension of the rules, 
but uhio'a failed cf passage by two 
votes. The committee has met leading 
members of the committee on pensions 
of both houeei of congress and from all 
t'lfct caa be heard the opinion among 
Dsnsiou mea here is that there will be a 
compromise between the senate ard 
house committees ani that something 
will come that will be satisfactory to the 
solJiers and to people generally. The 
grand army men arf, so far as the ex­ 
pression of the committee bere goes, 
against the service pension bill, except 
the 62-year bill, part cf whioh is the 
generally accepted disability age. The 
pension bill cf the house side, known as 
the Morrill bill, may come up tr-morrow 
for passage under suspension of rules, 
and it is believed to be certain to pass* 
The two billa wi;l then go to a confer­ 
ence and the service pension at 62 years 
and the disability bill will no doubt be 
the measure tinnily to pass congress,” 
Just whet the expense of this measure 
will be no one can t Ii, but it seems to be 
a fair bill which should satisfy all sol­ 
diers whose service was of any conse­ 
quence to the government during the

W a s h in g to n , 
April 
21.—Treasurer 
Huston has won the fight he has been 
making before the House committee on 
appropriations 
for 
better protection 
against burglary at the Treasury De­ 
partment. The committee has concluded 
to appropriate $333,500 for the purpose 
of placing steel linings in the gold and 
silver vaults and giving t^em new doors 
with time locks and other safety im­ 
provements. 
The disclosures made by Treasurer 
Huston as to the unsafe condition of Hie 
vaults where several millions of dollars 
of gold and silver are stored, created con­ 
siderable agitation, not only in Congress 
but in all parts of tho country, and the 
committee on appropriations concluded 
that the publication of the dangerous 
condition of the vaults made It more 
necessary than ever to provide precau­ 
tions against burglaries, as the cracks­ 
men of the country would put their 
heads together and make a raid on the 
treasury lf there was not something 
done.

everybody. 
An Australian brewers’ paper pub­ 
lished a caricature of Miss Jessie Acker­ 
man, one of the round-the-world mis­ 
sionaries of the 
Woman's 
Christian 
Temperance Union. 
The Rev. J. H. Hector is a talented 
colored orator, christened the “ Black 
K night.” 
His specialty is prohibition, 
and he has been speaking with great 
success in New York. 
The 
Louisville 
Southern 
Journal 
would by all means have tho United 
States send a memorial to the Czar about 
Russian cruelties, aud suggests that it 
would then bo In order for the Czar to 
ask why this government licenses a 
traffic which kills so many thousands of 
people annually. 
A phase of tho temperance question 
which presses for consideration is the 
claims of vegetarianism. 
Its supporters 
urge that there Is a distinctly brutaliz­ 
ing effect in eating meat; partly from 
the unnecessary taking of life and partly 
from the direct action upon tho body. 
They believe that meat possesses In too 
g r e a ts degree the qualities of a stimu­ 
lant, thereby rousing any latent taste 
for alcohol. 
Mrs 
Francos Barnes, national super­ 
intendent of young woman's work for 
tho 
Woman’s 
Christian 
Temperance 
Union, has been appointed by the World’s 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union. 
as well as the New York delegate to tho 
British Woman’s Temperance associa­ 
tion convention, to be held In London In 
tho month of May. 
Mrs. Barnes was 
formerly a resident of Chicago. 
She is 
also a leading woraau among the King’s 
Daughters and is both aline speaker and 
writer. 
Mr. IT. W. Hardy of Nebraska edits a 
prohibition paper there. 
Awhile slnee 
ho had made himself so obnoxious to tho 
liquor men that they placed a coffin on 
his door step as a hint of what he might 
expect. 
Mr. Hardy did not, however, 
die of fright and use the coffin, but 
quietly took it to an undertaker and sold 
it; then he gave the proceeds to the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance ui lon. 
All this winter he has edited his upper 
from a sick-bed. with the ald of a de­ 
voted whlte-ribbon wife. 


Of the duty of the church a temper­ 
ance writer urges: 
“Sho must disdain 
to partake of the intoxicating cup at the 
Lord’s supper; she must refuse fellow­ 
ship to all who are engaged in tho busi­ 
ness—tho distiller, brewer, shareholder, 
tho saloonkeeper, and the licensed gro­ 
cer; she must deny herself a share in tho 
ill-gotten gains of tho accursed business; 
slie must suffer not a Joist, not a brick, 
not a nail, even, of her sanctuaries to be 
supplied at the expense of tho wrecks of 
humanity which tho trado is making; 
slie must, in a word, throw tho entire 
traffic overboard as a pest to society, a 
scourge, an infamy of infamies.” 


In all the discussions as to whether 
men shall smoko or not, thoso in favor 
of it display a remarkable obtuseness to 
tho fact that the persons who do not 
im] Igo have to smell and breathe the 
choking air of narcotic smoke. 
Tho 
cheerfulness with which this imposition 
is practiced approaches to boorishness 
In the eyes of others, 
lf a man could 
swallow ail the smoke, and did not ex­ 
pect anybody to come within scenting 
distance of his clothes, and could pro­ 
vide for the entire Caro of himself when 
his health becomes ruined by his habits, 
he might then consider the matter sim­ 
ply from a medical standpoint; certainly 
not until then. 


Says Sir Charles Dilko of England: 
“ When w e are told that a portion of the 
Glasgow* people will go into a pig sty to 
save £1 in rent—that is, to save, not for 
prudence but brr drink—I cannot but be­ 
lieve that in sumo degree there must be 
here a putting of cause for effect. 
I am 
convinced that tho squalor of the sur­ 
roundings often brings about tho craving 
for drink; that we should drink our­ 
selves if we had Fueh blighted, cursed 
homes as some of us have leon.” 
Sir 
Charles has made a discovery that Is also 
forcing Itself upon temperance reform­ 
ers in America, and ono which must be 
acknowledged and considered ere the 
death blow can bo struck at the liquor 
business.
